Some progress has been made in eith ­ 
er reducing or elim inating governm ent 
competition with private business — a 
form of competition which Is not only 
m anifestly unfair to the enterprises con­ 
cerned, but which adds up to a trem en­ 
dous drain on the taxpayers in general. 
But we still have a long way to go. 
This competition exists in many fields, 
• nd In some cases. It is probable, the 
people a t large dun t yet have a good 


picture of w hat is going on. 
The governm ent's parcel post system 
Is an example. During most, if not all of 
its history it has operated at a taxpayer- 
borne deficit—even though the original 
act authorizing its creation provided 
that it should pay its own way. Since 
1926, one reliable estim ate says, the de­ 
ficits have totaled $1.2 billion. And in­ 
direct cost not included in post office ac­ 
counts are estim ated to be in excess of 
$43 million a year. 
There should be no opposition to this. 
All that is proposed is th a t the people 
who use and benefit from the service pay 
for w hat they get.
